More Notes on Early Peace Pro- 
posals 

Berlin, Aug. 9—Count von We- 
del, former German ambassador 
to Austria Hungary, has made pu- 
blic another chapter of the at- 
tempts at peace making while hos- 
tilities were in progress. This con- 
cerns an alleged conference be- 
tween Gen. Jan Christian Smuts 
on behalf of Davia Lloyd George, 
the British Prime minister, and 
Count Mensdorff, former Austrian 
ambassador to Great Britain, for 
Count Czernin, the former Austro- 
Hungarian foreign minister. 

Von Wedel quotes a high Brit- 
ish officer who was in Vienna last 
fall who praised the German army. 
The officer is said to have declared 
that Premier Lloyd George reach- 
ed the conviction that no peace un 
derstanding was possible because 
supremacy in Europe was at stake. 
Though Lloyd George originally 
was anxious for peace, according 
to the officer, it was not because 
he feared defeat but rather the 
effect on Kurope and England of 
a long conflict. 

Count von Wedel said he believ- 


ed that those who thought there 
was a posBibility of a peace under- 
standing during the last years of 
the war over-estimated the poss- 
sibilities of the situation. 

Count von Wedel said he believ- 
ed the only time when Great Brit- 
ain and France earnestly consider- 
ed peace was in the summer of 
1917, when the sinking of vessels 
by German submarines alarmed 
them. They intended to go to It- 
aly to confer concerning the poss- 
ibility of a rapproachment, but, 
gave up the idea as a result of the 
news arriving from Austria. Von 
Wedel said he did not know what 
terms Great Britain and France 
would have offered, but he quest- 
ioned whether it would have been 
the status quo.

A review of the present and pro 
spective egg and poultry  situat- 
ion points strongly to the fact that 
the economical production is going 
to be an increasingly important 
factor in meeting the competition 
of the export market. 

While the cost of unit product- 
ion in the poultry business is affec- 
ted by many conditions it has been 
clearly evident for some time that 
no factor has a more potent bear- 
ing on cost than the produetiven- 
ess of the individual bird. It re- 
quires a certain number of eggs to 
pay for the feed fed and labor ex- 
pended. The number varies’ ac- 
eording to the tost. Profitable 
production can only be obtained 
by having a 8afe margin of eggs 
over the equivalent of cost, the 
more eggs per bird, the greater 
the remuneration. “ 

Increased production both in the 
individual and in the flock has 
been shown to be largely a matter 
of breeding. The Record of Per- 
formance for poultry is a policy 
planned to give point, direetion 
and encouragement to the breed- 
ing of poultry along lines of great- 
ly inereased individual and floek 
production. °

In this opening of 
the sixth seal, there is one distine- 
ive feature which has special re- 
ference to the present age and 
the establishment of Christian 
Science in this period. ‘‘ And there 
appeared in heaven, a woman, 
clothed with the sun, and the moon 
under her feet, and upon her head 
a crown of twelve stars !’’ With 
eyes downeast, with bated breath 
and whispering humbleness, bash- 
fully pointing to herself, she says, 
“The woman clothed with the sun, 
Mary Baker G. Eddy.’’

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Meeting of Stockmen and 
Government At Calgary 


A meeting of the Southern Al- 
berta ‘stockmen was held in the 
City of Calgary, July 30th under 
the auspices of the Board of Trade 
for the purpose of giving the 
Stockmen an opporttnity of lay- 
ing before the members of the 
Provincial Government details of 
the feed situation in Southern AI- 
berta,) The Premier, Minister of 
Agriculture, Minister of Public 
works and Provincial Treasurer, 
represented the government. A 
large number of ranchers and far- 
mers were present and set out the 
situation to the government. 

A large number of old timers 
gave their views on the subject, in- 
eluding A. E. Cross, Calgary, Fd. 
Maunsell of MacLeod and P. 
Burns of Calgary. They urged up- 
on the- government the necessity 
of putting into effect some reduc- 
ed rates for the transportation of 
feed from the north to the south. 
They urged that everything pos- 
sible be done as the situation is ex- 
ceedingly serious. The Premier 
in inister of agriculture out- 
lin yhat the government had 
already done. This ineluded the 
arrangement for free rates with 
the railway companies for stock 
shipped north to feeding grounds 
and return before the fall each 
year, free rates for haying outfits 
both ways and free rates for hay 
shipped into the dry land from any 
of the Prairie Provinces.. The ex- 
pense of this is being borne by 
the Dominion and Provincial Go- 
vernments and by the railways. 
Arrangements are being made by 
the provincial Government for the 
purchase of hay in Ontario and ip 
Manitobuy ~The -Minister” of “Ag- 


try buying stock from people who 
were dried out and were not pay- 
ing their market value. The mem- 
bers of the government urged 
that farmers ship their cattle to 
the Alberta Stoek Yards in Calg- 
ary where a representative of the 
government, Department of Agri 
culture would see that they were 
sold for their full value and pro 
per returns made.

In’ many districts the 
greater part of the wild land has, 
been either broken up or used for 
pasture and farmers are anx, 
iously enquiring for some grass 
that will provide them with suffi- 
cient hay for their requirements. 
No grass has yet been found that 
will give good crops for a lengthy 
period of years and for this reas- 
on it is advisable to consider es- 
tablishing some system of crop ro- 
tation and inelude in the rotation 
some grass for hay and if nevess- 
ary for pasture. : 

Out of all the grasses tested on 
the Scott Experimental Station, 
Western Rye grass has proven to 
be one of the hardiest, drought, 
resistant and most easily eradicat- 
ed. From the stand point of 
yield it is at the top of this list, 
averaging over two tons per acre 
for the past three years. On the 
fields the yields were lighter and 
havé in some seasons been as low 
as half a ton per acre up to one 
and three quarters. Nevertheless 
it has been found that Western 
Rye grass grown for hay in the 
crop rotation has shown some pro- 
fit and in addition, breaking up 
Western. Rye grass sod - has cost 
less per acre than has the ordin- 
ary summer fallow. This is due 
to Yess weeds in the sod land. It 
is also worth while oberving that 
wheat grown after summer fal- 
lowing the sod land has given 
greater profits per vere than 
where. wheat was grown on the 
ordinary summer fallow. 

In seeding down~it has been 
found that an increased yield can 
be secured in the first erop by 
sowing alone, but the second crop 
is dependent on the amount of 
moisture and not in the treatment 
in seeding down. Sowing on 
summer fallow land has given 
heavier yields than when sown af- 
ter a grain crop but this differen. 
ce is not nearly as great as would 
be expected. Where barnyard 
manure has been turned under 
and grass grown in succeeding 
years the yield has been quite eq- 
ual to where the grass has been 
sown on fallow land. 

Judging from the various ex- 
periments with this grass light 
seeding using from 10 to 12 pounds 
of seed per acre is the most profit- 
able. Mixing other grasses with 
Western Rye has up to the pres- 
ent@tecreased rather than increas- 
ed the yields.

Mackenzie ie King Leader 


Ottawa, Aug. 7—W. L. Mae- 


| eenzie King’s victory was official- 

ly announced by the chairman at 
7.30 p.m. ahd received with en- 
thusiasm. Hon, W. 8. Fielding, 
in a brief speech, offered congrat- 
ulations to the new leader of the 
Liberal party. MacKenzie King 
Polled 476 votes, Fielding, 438. 

On motion of Mr. Fielding the 
election of Mr. King was made un- 
animous. After an address by the 
new leader, the convention came 
to a close shortly before eight 
o'clock with the singing of the na- 
tional Anthem. 

Mr. King was ‘elected on what 
‘is official the fourth ballot, but as 
a matter of faet only three votes 
| were taken. This because some 
of the delegates cast their votes in 
the third ballot before Hon. G. P. 
Graham had anncunced his decis 
lon to retire, and the ballot was 
thrown out. There was a similar 
mix up with a number of delegates 
voted before D. D. Mackenzie re 
tired. As a result, it was decided 
to take the fourth ballot on mum 
ber five ballot papers. With the 
contestants reduced to two in nu 
ber, the interest in the final vote 
Was intense. The vote as annour 
Hou. G. HW. Murray, 
inman of the convention was 476 
for Mr. King and 458 for Mi 
Fielding, a majority for the fomer 
of 3&. 

Mr. King led in the race 
the first ballot, when with the 
cundidates in the field) the 
King 344; Mielding 
Ciraham, 158; MeKenzie, 153 
Melding adherents were quite 
fident that the former finance min 
ister would overhaul his rival in 
the ballot, but Mr. King, 
instead of falling behind slightly 
increased his lead, the vote stand 
ing: King, 411; Fieding, 344, Gra 
ham 124; MacKenzie, 60; Al
